1 . This action is in response to applicant's response filed on Oct. 31 , 2006. Claims 
1 , 4-28 are pending in the present application. 



communication path and limitations for the following: "generating a leaky mask on said 
determined attribute of a transmitted signal and an attribute of a received echo signal, 
wherein the attibute of said tranmitted signal is the power level thereof and the attribute 
of the received echo signal is the noise level thereof. The prior art of record does not 
teach these limitations. Independent claims 14, 20, 23 and 26 are essentially similar to 
claim 1. 

New search updates revealed no other prior art which teaches the limitations in 
the context of the claims. Therefore, claims 1 , 4-28 are indicated allowable.
